Bv the imjulrment of two arms on one shield,as 
we have in the example furnished us hy Mr. Bick 
ucll, of .spring Harden Terrace, wc may nnderstand 
that the liearer either married into a branch of his 
>wn lineal anerstrv, nr impale«| the arms of hisoffi 
cial dignity with the one he inherited. 

Sprakin? of the two armorials collectively, we 
ran rradiIv trace indications that the liearers were 
gentlemen of Norman extraction and that they h.ul 
acipured marks ot honorable distinction; that thev 
were possessed of coarage, valor, virtue, generositv 
and dignity, tnn|>ered with wisdom, loyalty, fideli 
tv, love, mirthfulness and peace. 

There is upon the esc utchion no mark of abate 
merit or sign of dishonor, and while we may not 
claim for them the first place amonir family armori¬ 
als, thi..y are emblems «,f high order, superior in 
w.irth tu many. 


Weymouth Waterworks 

The pumps at the station on Hollis street wrere 
started yesterday afternoon, at 2 o’clock, and the 
water flowed freely to the stand pipe, the stream 
reaching there in 30 minutes, and flowing over the 
centre pij*. made a beautiful fountain. No leakage 
was discovered in any jurt of the main. The rest 
of the main in South Weynv nth will lie filled soon. 

Water has been let on the gravity main as lar as 
the town house, and when .1 small amount of ledge 
on Middle street has !>een removed the- water will be 
let on to Fast Weymouth. 

Charles street at the er.trance, ami Middle street, 
were found to l*e very rocky.

will probably be finished. 

About go service pipes have been laid at South 
Weymouth, and the work will soon l»e commenced 
in all the villages.

place, and gave the alarm. I lie fire spread rapidly 
and though steamers Nos. 1 and 1 were speedily on 
the ground, they were unable to render assistant r, 
on account of lack of water. Ihe lum was de¬ 
stroyed, with 50 tons of hay, 50^ bushels of potatoes 
two horses, seven cows, ami six pigs, farming tools, 
harnesses and mowing machines. The bun was 
valued at $5000. I»r. F. I. Forsythe, of Provi¬ 
dence, K. E, had anew buggy, valued at fi; 
which was destroyed. 

The unmistakable incendiary origin of this fire, 
occurring so soon af ter the wharf fire, gives our 
residents great uneasiness, and it is hoped that a 
vigorous effort will be made to ferret out the lire 
bug whose rascally operations have produced so 
great loss in this village.

.nto twos. The operator on leather fans 
• ia intended victim. This, in plain 
Eagliih, meant tftrtt he a*cartaina the 
location of hi* victim*i money. He feM 
alongside of the man whosi pocket i* to 
00 picked, anil with rapid movement ho 
dexterously pa^se* hi* lijgeralightly ovei 
every pocket. Ills tom n is to delicate 
•hat It unable* him to locate the boodle, 
*nd to ascertain ltd character; whether A 
ro'l, a piirac, or a pocket book. The 
•urging of the crowd, especially on a 
crowded railway train, account* to tho 
•uapicioua traveler for the occasional 
jostling lie receives. It is lound thnt 
(he most common receptaclo for tho 
pock^tbodk is the lrlt trousers pocket 
front. When a victim Is selected.one of 
the brace of thieves plants himself , 
•qunrely in front of him, while the other [ 
crowds up behind him on the right side, i 
The operator in front, under cover of a | 
newspaper or a chat throw n over the arm, 
feels tho pocket, nnd, if tiie victim Is t» | 
•tifT necked or a str.vght hacked man in 
a standing position, he finds the lips of 
the pocket drawn close together. In this 
case it is dangerous to attempt the Inser¬ 
tion of tho hand. A very low toned 
clearing of she throat, followed hy a gut¬ 
tural rouse, is the signal for his pal to cx- 
er: a gentle pressure upon the victim’s 
right ahoulder. This is so gradually ex¬ 
tended that the traveler yields to the 
pressure without knowing it, and with¬ 
out changing the position of his feet. 
This throws the lips of the pocket open 
for the operator in front, who docs not 
insert his hand and attempt to draw tho 
book out, but works on tho lining. He 
draws it out an eighth of an inch at a 
time without inserting his fingers more 
than half wav. 

Should this process of drawing the 
contents of the pocket to its mouth be 
felt by the victim, another low clcatiug 
of the throat gives the sign to the con¬ 
federate, nnd the game is dropped. I! 
the victim’s suspicions arc not aroused, 
the pickpocket continues nt his work of 
drawing the lining out until the ioll of 
hills, ttic purse, or the pockctbook is in 
reach of the deft fingers. It is then 
grasped between tho index and middle 
finger and gently drawn out. The suc¬ 
cessful completion of tho job is indi¬ 
cated by n gentle chirrup, like tho chirp 
of a canary, and the precious pair separ¬ 
ate from their victim to ply the same 
tricks on the ncxi one .—Philadelphia

Occasionally the sun is near one of the 
moon's nodes—the points where the 
pianos of the orbits Intersect—when It 
passes, and then an eclipse occurs. It 
the sun nnd tho moon were always at 
the same position with regard lo the 
earth, and always tlio same distance 
from it, the eclipses would always be 
of the same size. Hut aa these condi¬ 
tions vary,so do the appearances ol 
tho eclipse. For Instance, let us sup 
peso that at the time of an eel Ipso the 
center of the moon happoco »o pass di¬ 
rect over the center af the sun. If the 
moon Is near tho point In tho orbit 
which is at the least distance from the 
earth her apparent diameter will ex- 
1 cccil that of the sun, and the latter will 
be quite hidden from view, and we

I or course, even in this case, the eclipse 
will only appear total to the observers 
near the line joining the renters of th« 
sun and moon. If.however,the three

' muon is greater, the whole of the sun 
is not covered by the moon, and thq 
ecllpso Is annular. If the moon, how¬

It now looks as if the mystery mtr- 
romufing the numerous fires whleli 
have ncctirted in tliis virinitv tbe pout 
three years would ho unravelled. There 
have lieen eight incendiary fires in 
Braintree and al.ont Hie same nninlier 
in Weymouth, these being confined to 
a comparatively small «errit*»ry, em- 
lirneing the Landing v 11 age and East 
Braintree. CRficer John Kelly, of East 
Braintree, has f»een quietly, though 
persistently at w’ork.prnen ring evidence 
to break up tbe gang Tuesday evening 
In* arrested George II Dunbar, ot East 
Braintree, for tie' alleged burning of 
the unoccupied dwellings of T. D. Rag- 
ley and James MeKenney, of East 
Braintree, the former occurring May 5 , 
and the latter Aug 1 ** 4 . Dunbar 
was arresfeil on the strength of state, 
ments made to the officer by Charles E 
Torrey, also a resident of East Brain¬ 
tree, who it is claimed, is implicated 
with Dunbar in the setting of these 
tires. Dunbar was brought before 
Judge Humphrey in'tbe District Court 
at Quincy, Wednesday morning and ar¬ 
raigned on tin* two complaints men¬ 
tioned. The witnesses for the govern¬ 
ment were Timothy D. Bagiev, Joseph 
Bagiev and Charles E. Torrey, the lat¬ 
ter having turned state’s evidence. 
Torrey was tbe only witness examined 
and his testimony was that be and 
Dunbar went fishing oh the day of the 
Baglay tire, and. upon their return late 
in the evening they went to Dunbar's 
lioii.se. Dunbar took a whiskey bottle 
tilled with kerosene oil and they went 
to tin* Bagiev bouse, on .Mill latte. lie 
remained by the gate, about 20 feet 
from the bouse, while Dunbar poured 
the oil over the .side of tiie house and , 
then went inside. Dunbar came out of 
lire house and they went home, lie had ' 
been at home about 15 tiiimih-s when ] 
be heard tin* engine bell ringing, and 
lie went tn the engine house.

I'rinco Alexsndei nor the Suit mi 
ever meant lighting, tlie Turkish war 
preparations being intended to overawe 
tint Balkan stutes Into accepting any suite ion 
the powers might incept, llie Idu-tcr on 
hulh sides was only made to save their p-i* 
tigo with their people. 1 here i* good author 
itv fur stating that thn Inisi* of agreement 
already arranged between Prince Alexundet 
and the Sultan only requires Au-tria's nan- 
tion- Lhe |wtwers trim thu salient point* 
iIqwd to a detiuitn »ettlenient by permitting 
an araangeureut of personal union but ween 
Uiiigai ia nnd Kn-terii Houmella, • the sepunite 
ndliiinistiatioii paying ti*hute in both state**. 
This will prevent IroubRn in tiieoce und 
Servhi. as technically restoring Ilia statu* quo 
unte. The Berlin treaty contains no prohibi 
tioo against placing lire government ot Ku»t- 
eru Houiuelia. ns nominally u »r*pamU* state, 
la the *amu tutkid* that hold the rent* ot pmvet 
in Hidguna, as nominally another separate 
state. lima Turkey will lose nothing tiom 
her fentrer position, and adlgam a sottlonu nt 
ol the tribute difficulty, while the Buigai inn* 
will probably obtain a customs union nml

They 
wore caused by a miner, Peter Zelint/.ky, 
who entorrd an abandoned portion of tim 
slope, which wa* marked dangerous, with a 
naked lamp upon his bend, thereby firing the 
gss. Tho lirst exploaiou was that of ga.*, 
which whs suttn lollowod hy another, sweep¬ 
ing everything before it, sending a Hume ol 
tiro up tim slope nnd above thu lull liouse, mid 
knocking tho shingle* and timber* from tho 
brvakoi, 400 feet ulmvo the solid ontih 
Zeiln'zky wn* re noved from tho slope with 
only his Inmii* on and no hair on ht* ho.ul. but 
wus otherwise uninjured. The scene tlmt en- 
sard w»* terrible. Lite victims lay in eveiv 
direction. Dennis Titus wa* instantly killed, 
nnd when louml lay 200 feet away 1 10111 his kit 
of tools, which bo was exainin ng uL the time 
of the explosion. When tim gas wits ignited 
nil the men in the slop** were violently thrown 
to tho ground, or ngiunot cm* or nhsul.tho 
gangways. lhe lights 011 then heads were 
extinguished hy the shock ol the second ex¬ 
plosion, nnd all were in contusion making their 
way through the llmuc* und managing with 
at* at difficulty to reach u place <1 *ab ty. l he 
following is a list of the dead and injured:

A Wonderful Plague or Ham.

Th * district is subject to 
dsitatinns of famine anil other cnlarni- 
•ics, of which the most striking nnd 
jugular is the plague of rats. Generally 
he ruin fall in June suffices by filling 
lie holes and fissure* in destroying them 
n largo numbers, and iu preventing a 
ilagiie. But when the rain i; late or 
loes not come then the number of rats 
s always excessive. In tho last sixty 
rears three have been known as rat 
fears. These were 18211, 1835 and 1870. 
)n the last occasion fields of grain were 
•atentip iu a few hours as if by n flight 
tf locusts. 

A reward of one rupee, reduced at a 
ater period to half a rupee, was offered 
or every hundred dead rats, and it wai 
stimated that not fewer than 1 ,70*4,080 
ats were killed and paid for. Although 
lie peoplo were the sufferers, popular 
•uperititlon does not seem to have ap- 
troved of this slaughter, for reports 
vere spread that the rats were the spirits 
f those who died in the famine of 1870- 

and the people refused at last to par- 
icipate in the efforts made for their ex- 
erminat ion.

This is not a mere guess, 
but is based on accurate statistics, which 
show that, on the average, there is one 
blind persoa among every 1,400; hence, 
as this planet ha* uhout 1.400,000.000 
inhabitants, this would inako 1,000,000 
blind folks. Tho European couutrics 
differ somewhat iu tho proportion of 
blind inhabitants. In Austria one per¬ 
son is blind of every 1,785; iu Sweden, 
of every 1,418; in France, of 1,101; iu 
Prussia, of 1,111; in England, of 1,087. 
Then follow with a still larger percentage 
Russia, Norway atul Finulund. The 
largest number of bliud persons is to be 
found iu Egypt.
